The United Nations slates in the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights that every individjal has a right 
to lite and under no circumstances shall anyone be subject to 
torture or cruel, inhuman, or degrading punishment. Human

Universal Declaration of Human Rights 



HViereojreeognjijQn of the inhereni 
digniiy and of ihe equal and inalien- 
able rights of ali members of [he 
human family h Ihe foundation of 
freedom, jusliee and peace in the 
world, 

Whereas disregard and coniempi 
lor human rights have resuhed in bar- 
barous act; which have outraged the 
conscience of mankind, and the ad- 
veni of a world in which human beings 
shall enjoy freedom of speech and be- 
lief and freedom from fear and want 
has been proclained as the highest 
aspiration of the common people, 

HVjcreflsii is essential, if man is not 
lo be compelled to have recourse, as a 
last resort, lo rebellion against tyranny 
and oppression, that human rights 
should be protected by the rule of law. 
Whereai it is essential to promote 
the development of friendly relalions 
between nations. 

li'hereai the peoples of the United 
Nations have in the Charter reaffirmed 
iheir faith in fundamental human 
lighls. in the dignity and worth of ihe 
human person and in the equal rights 
of men and women and have deter- 
mined to promote social progress and 
belter standards of life in larger 
freedom, 

H'hereas Member States have [hedged 
themselses lo achieve, in co-operation 
witn Ihe United Nations, the promo- 
tion of universal respect for and ob- 
servance of human rights and funda- 
menial freedoms, 

Hherema common understanding 
if these righis and freedoms is of the 
fereatesi importance for the full reali- 
zation of this pledge. 

Now , therefore, the General Assem- 
bly priK-laiim this L nivemiJ Declara- 
tion of Human Righis as a common 
standard of achievement for all peo- 
ples and all nations, to the end that 
ever) individual and every organ of 
society, keeping this Declaration con- 
stantly in mind, shall strive by teach- 
ing and education to promote respect 
lor these righis and freedoms and by 
progressive measures, national and in- 
icrnalioital, to secure their universal 
and effective recognition and observ- 
ance, both among the peoples of 
Member Stales themselves and among 
the peoples of territories under their 
Jurisdiction. 

Ankle I. All human beings are 
born free and eijual in digniiy and 
rights.

Article 2. Everyone is entitled to all 
Ihe righis and freedoms set forih in 
Ibis Declaration, without distinction 
of any kind, such as race, colour, sex, 
language, religion, political or other 
opinion, national or social origin, 
property, birth or other status.

be made on the basis of the political,

Article 3. Everyone has the tight to 
life, liberty and security of person. 



Article 4. No one shall be held in 
slavery or servitude; slavery and the 
slave trade shall be prohibited in all 
their forms. 

No one shall be subjected 
to torture or to cruel, inhuman or de- 
grading treatment or punishment. 

Article 6. Everyone has the right to 
recognition everywhere as a person 
before the law. 

Article 7. All are equal before the 
lavi and ate entitled without any dis- 
crimination to equal protection of the 
law. All are entitled to equal protec- 
tion against any discrimination in vio- 
lation of this [Sedatation and against 
anyinciiemeni to such discrimination. 

Article 8. Everyone has the right to 
an effective remedy by the competent 
national tribunals for acts violating 
the fundamental righis granted him by 
the constitution or by law. 

Article 9. No one shall be subjected 
to arbitrary arrest, detention or exile. 

Article 10. Everyone is entitled in 
full equality to a fair and public hear- 
ing by an independent and impartial 
tribunal, in the determination of his 
rights and obligations and of any 
criminal charge against him. 

Article II, (l) Everyone charged 
with a penal offence has ihe right to be 
presumed innocent until proved guilty 
according to law in a public trial at 
which he has had all the guarantees 
necessary for his defence, 

(2) No one shall be held guilty of 
any penal offence on account of any 
act or omission which did not consti- 
tute a penal offence, under national or 
international law, at the time when it 
was committed. Nor shall a heavier 
penally be imposed than the one that 
was applicable ai the lime Ihe penal 
offence was committed. 

Article 12. No one shall be subjected 
to arbitrary interference with his pri- 
vacy, family, home or correspondence, 
nor 10 attacks upon his honour and 
repulation. Everyone has the right lo 
the protection of the law against such 
interference or attacks. 

Article 13. (l) Everyone has the right 
to freedom of movement and residence 
within the borders of each State. 

(2) Everyone has the right lo leave 
any country, including his own, and to 
return to his country. 

Article 14. dl Everyone has the 
right to seek and lo enjoy in other 
cnuniries asylum from persecution.

(3) The family is the natural and 
fundamental group unit of society and 
IS entitled to protection by society and 
the State, 

Article 17, (I) Everyone has Ihe 
right to own property alone as well as 
in association with others, 

(2) No one shall be arbitrarily de- 
prived of his property. 

Article 18. Everyone has the right to 
freedom ofihought, conscience and re- 
ligion; this right includes freedom lo 
change his religion or belief, and free- 
dom, either alone or in community with 
others and in public or private, lo man- 
ifest his religion or belief in teaching, 
practice, worship and observance. 

Article 19. Everyone has the right to 
freedom of opinion and expression; 
this right includes freedom to hold 
opinions without interference and to 
seek, receive and imparl information 
and ideas through any media and re- 
gardless of frontiers. 

Article 20. II) Everyone has the 
right to freedom of peaceful assembly 
and association. 

(2) No one may be compelled to be- 
long lo an association. 

Article 21. d) Everyone has the 
right lo take pan in the government of 
his country, directly or through freely 
chosen representatives, 

(2| Everyone has the right of equal 
access to public service in his country, 

(3) The will of the people shall be the 
basis of the authority of government; 
this will shall be expressed in periodii; 
and genuine elections which shall be 
by universal and equal suffrage and 
shall be held by secret vole or by equi- 
valent free voting procedures. 

Article 22. Everyone, as a member 
of society, has the right to social secu- 
rity and is entiiled lo realization, 
through national effori and interna- 
iional co-operaiion and in accordance 
with the organization and resources of 
each State, of the economic, social 
and cultural rights indispensible for 
his digniiy and the free development 
of his personality. 

Article 23. in Everyone has the 
righi lo work, to free choice of em- 
ployment, to just and favourable con- 
ditions of work and to protection 
against unemployment, 

(2) Everyone, without any discrimi- 
nation, has the right to equal piay tor 
equal work. 

(3) Everyone has the right to just 
and favourable remuneration ensur- 
ing tor himself and his family an exist- 
ence worthy of human digniiy, and 
supplemented, if necessary, by other 
means of social protection, 

(4| [iveryone has the right to form 
and to join trade unions tor Ihe pro- 
tection of his interests. 

Article 24. Everyone has the right to 
rest and leisure, including reasonable 
limitation of working hours and peri- 
odic holidays with pay. 



Article 25. id Everyone has the 
right to a standard of hving adequaie 
for the heahh and well-being of him- 
self and of his family, including food, 
clothing, housing and medical care and 
necessary social services, and the right 
to' security in the evenl of unemploy- 
ment, sickness, disability, widowhood, 
old age or other lack of hvelihood in 
circumstances beyond his control. 

(2) Motherhood and childhood are 
entitled to special care and assistance, 
AI) children, whether born in or out of 
wedlock, shall enjoy the same social 
protection. 

Article 26. (1) Everyone has the right 
to education. Education shall be free, 
at least in the elementary and funda- 
mental stages. Elementary education 
shall be compulsory. Technical and 
professional education shall be made 
generally available and higher educa- 
tion shall be equally accessible to all 
on the basis of merit, 

(2) Education shall be directed to 
the full development of the human 
personality and to the strengthening 
of respect for human rights and fun- 
damental freedoms. It shall promote 
understanding, tolerance and friend- 
ship among all nations, racial or re- 
ligious groups, and shall further the 
activities of the United Nations for the 
maintenance of peace. 

(3) Parents have a prior right lo 
chooselhekindofeducation that shall 
be given lo Iheir children. 

Article 27. in Everyone has the 
right to freely participate in the cul- 
tural life of the community, to enjoy 
the aris and to share in scientific ad- 
vancement and its benefits, 

(2) Everyone has the right to Ihe 
protection of the moral and material 
interests resulting from any scieniific, 
literary or artistic production of which 
he is the author. 

Article 28. Everyone is entitled to a 
social and international order in which 
the rights and freedoms set forth in this 
Declaration can be fully realiied. 

Article 29. id Everyone has duties 
to Ihe community in which alone the 
free and full deselopmeni of his per- 
sonality IS possible, 

f2) In Ihe exercise of his rights and 
freedoms, eseryone shall be subject 
only to such limitations as are deter- 
mined by law solely for the purpose of 
securing due recognition and respecl 
for the rights and freedoms of others 
and of meeting the }ust requirements of 
mutality, public order and the general 
welfare in a democratic society, 

(3) These righis and freedoms may 
in no case be exercised contrary to the 
purposes and principles of the United 
Nations. 

Article .^0. Nothing m this Declara- 
tion may be interpreted as implying 
lor any Slate, group or person any 
light to engage in an\ activity or to 
perform any acl aimed at the destruc- 
tion of any of the rights and freedoms 
set forth herein.
